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Advisory and Consultative Bodies—2 





HE BOARD OF TRADE has its part to play in the development 
of the economic and commercial policies of the Government; 
and for this purpose the Department needs to have at its dis- 
posal an extensive knowledge not only of the state of industry and 
commerce at any given time but also — and not less important — of the 
state of feeling and opinion in industry about the problems that arise. 
But how in fact is this knowledge acquired? 


There are, of course, many sources of information-a mass of 
statistics, Company reports and other published material of all kinds; 
the close links which officials at all levels enjoy with the trade associa- 
tions; many personal contacts between Ministers and senior officials 
and the leading personalities of the business world; regular reports 
fom the Regional Offices of the Board of Trade which are among 
much else the eyes and ears of the Department up and down the 
country. Information about the vital sector of the economy repre- 
sented by the engineering industries of the country is obtained in all 
these ways and they work well. But in addition to these routine 
channels of communication, it has long been found of value, both to 
the Board and to the industries concerned, to have a more or less 
regular forum at which leading figures on both sides of industry can 
directly confront Ministers and senior officials with their anxieties and 
their advice on the outstanding issues of the day. 


For this purpose a number of formally constituted advisory bodies 
have been set up. One of these — the Engineering Advisory Council — 
ranges over the whole field of industries which are in contact with the 
Engineering Industries Division of the Board of ‘Trade. The others — 
the National Advisory Council for the Motor Manufacturing Industry, 
the Machine Tool Advisory Council and the Gauge and Tool Advisory 
Council — deal, as their names suggest, with their particular branches 
of engineering. 

Engineering Advisory Council 

The Engineering Advisory Council was set up in 1946 by the 
Minister of Supply. Since 1955, when the Engineering Industries 
Division was transferred to the Board of Trade, the Chairman of the 
Council has been the President of the Board of Trade. The Council 
consists of 11 employers and 11 trades unionists and all the members

are appointed for their individual experience and knowledge of 
the industry and not as representatives of particular branches of 
industry or of particular trade associations or trade unions. In fact, 
however, the members between them bring to bear on problems 
expertise on every facet of engineering — large firms and small, great 
industrial unions and craft unions, heavy capital plant and domestic 
appliances, and all the main geographic centres of engineering 
production. 


The terms of reference of the Council are: 


“To provide for the President of the Board of Trade, in the 
discharge of his responsibilities for the engineering industry, a 
means of consultation with employers and workers in the industry 
on matters of general concern in the engineering field. Matters 
normally handled by the joint organizations of employers and 
trades unions in connection with wages and conditions of 
employment are excluded.’ 


The Secretariat of the Council is provided by the Engineering 
Industries Division of the Board of Trade, and senior officials of the 
Board of Trade attend all the meetings. Officials of other Government 
departments whose responsibilities have a bearing on the problems 
of the industry also attend regularly, so that their information and 
advice may be available to the Council, and so, too, because of the 
importance of steel in engineering, do representatives of the Iron 
and Steel Board. Other departments send officials when the subjects 
to be considered warrant this. Thus the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research is represented when research and development, 
or technical information services are discussed. 


From time to time the Council is addressed by other Ministers of 
the Government who explain developments in policies within their 
responsibilities which are of particular interest to the engineering 
industries. 

Meetings have normally been held quarterly, but this interval has 
not been regarded as unchangeable. Sometimes it is found convenient 
to defer a meeting for a month or two in order that important pending 
developments may be discussed in the light of up-to-date information.

Sometimes a special ‘extra’ meeting is called — a recent example of this 
being 2 meeting immediately before the President of the Board of 
Trade went to Moscow in May 1959 for the discussions which led 
up to the Anglo-Russian Trade Agreement. 


What does the Engineering Advisory Council do? It does not, of 
course, take decisions or pass resolutions. But the membership of the 
Council ensures that a wide range of informed opinion can be ex. 
pressed on any issue of interest to the engineering industries, and ip 
this way the formulation of Government policy is assisted, in particular 
by securing that decisions are not taken in ignorance of the views and 
interests of those engaged in the industry. 


A vast range of subjects has appeared on the agenda of Council 
meetings since its inception in 1946. In the early days a great deal of 
attention was naturally given to the means of dealing with the shortages 
and ‘bottlenecks’ that were then unavoidable and to all the manifold 
problems of redeployment of the engineering industries from a war 
footing to serving the peacetime needs of the country. Later, as these 
problems were overcome, attention turned more to such issues —to 
name only a few-as research and development, education and 
training, standardization, foreign competition, export opportunities, 
trade missions and negotiations. A regular feature of the Council’s 
work is a review of the main statistics of the industry — the figures 
showing trends in output, exports, productivity and so on. This 
review is often made the occasion for the President of the Board of 
Trade to explain to the Council the Government’s view of the 
economic situation of the country and the current objectives of 
economic policy. These periodic reviews often lead to lively dis. 
cussion about the impact of policies on the industries producing 
capital goods. 


But perhaps the best means of illustrating the range of the Council's 
work is to run through some items of the agenda of a recent meeting. 
Last July, for example, when the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade took the chair in absence of the President, the Per. 
manent Secretary to the Board of Trade began the proceedings with 
an account of the negotiations leading up to the Anglo-Russian 
Trade Agreement, and clarified certain aspects of it in response to 
members’ questions. The Parliamentary Secretary described the 
Government’s policy of seeking closer trading links with Europe, and 
then an official of the Board of Trade who had attended meetings held 
in Stockholm between officials of the ‘Outer Seven’ countries — the 
United Kingdom, Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Austria, Portugal 
and Switzerland — to discuss the formation of a European Free Trade 
Association, gave an account of the course of negotiations and the 
type of agreement envisaged. 


H.M. Minister (Economic) at Bonn introduced a paper on the 
market for engineering goods in Western Germany. This stressed the 
recent increase in trade, and the scope for further improvement. 
Discussion showed that members were fully aware of the oppor- 
tunities of the German market and threw up in a useful way some of 
the difficulties to be overcome in making the best of them. 


An official of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
introduced a project for the circulation of technical digests which 
would pick out worthwhile ideas from a large number of specialist 
journals and circulate them in a readily accessible form on single 
sheets of paper on a subscription basis. He asked the Council for 
assistance in publicizing these digests, and for advice on bringing 
them to the attention of smaller firms. Both trades unions and em:- 
ployer members made suggestions for the contents of the digests, and 
offered to bring them to the attention of their organizations. 


It is open to any member of the Council to put forward subjects 
for the agenda, and many items are, of course, proposed by the Board 
of Trade and other Government Departments. The full minutes of 
the Council meetings are confidential to the members and this enables 
all members to speak with complete frankness and ‘no holds barred’. 
But completely private proceedings might make the work of the 
Council seem remote from the industry at large and a fairly full 
summary of the proceedings is produced and widely circulated 
throughout the industry by the employers’ organizations and by the 
trades unions. 


The advisory councils dealing with particular branches of the 
engineering industries work in much the same way as the E.A.C. 
They too hear from Government spokesmen about development in 
Government policies, e.g. free trade area negotiations, credit policy,

export promotion and many others, and consider and advise on their 
impact in their industries. They too normally include a regular survey 
of recent statistics in their work. But in addition, of course, a good deal 
of attention is given to what may be called the special or domestic 
problems of the particular industries concerned. 


Machine Tools Advisory Council 

The Machine Tools Advisory Council, like the E.A.C., was set up 
in 1946 and the chairmanship, at present held by Sir Leslie Robinson, 
a Second Secretary of the Board of Trade, was transferred to the 
Board from the Ministry of Supply in 1955. In consists of eight 
members from the industry, an independent member, two trade 
ynionists, and regular official representatives of the Board of Trade, 
Ministry of Aviation and the Admiralty. The Secretariat is provided 
jointly by the Machine Tool Trades Association and the Engineering 
Industries Division of the Board of Trade. 


Council for Motor Manufacturing Industry 

The National Advisory Council for the Motor Manufacturing 
Industry, which meets under the chairmanship of the Permanent 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, comprises eight representatives of 
the manufacturers, four trades unionists and one independent 
member. ‘The industrial representatives are chosen for their individual 
experience, but in such a way as to provide a coverage of the whole 
range of the industry’s products — volume car production, specialist 
var production, commercial vehicles, accessory and component 
production and body building. If they are not already members, the 
President of the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, and 
the Chairman of its British Manufacturers Section are ex-officio 
members. The Secretariat is provided jointly by the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders and the Engineering Industries Division. 


Gauge and Tool Advisory Council 

The Gauge and ‘Tool Advisory Council, under the chairmanship of 
sir Leslie Robinson, has ten representatives of the industry and two 
trades unionists. "The Secretariat is provided by E.I.D. and, like the 
£.A.C. and the other specialized Councils described above, can call 
upon officials both from the Board of Trade and other Departments 
to help the Council with whatever matters are under consideration. 


Hand Tools and Instruments Committees 

To complete the picture, mention should be made of the Hand Tools 
Committee and the Instrument Industry Committee which consist 
respectively of nine and seven employer members of their industries 
and meet under the chairmanship of officials of the Board of Trade. 
While these bodies are less formal in character than the Advisory 
Councils and do not have trades union or independent members, they 
fulfil many of the same functions as the Councils in respect to their 
important but smaller branches of the engineering industries. 

Finally it is most important to note that these Councils and Com- 
mittees are in no way intended to supersede or replace the direct 
contacts which exist between the Engineering Industries Division 
and the individual trade associations which look after the interests 
of various branches of engineering industry. This direct traffic goes on 
il the time and is regarded as of great importance both by the 
Department and industry. It ranges over many matters which it 
would not be practicable to include in the agenda of the advisory 
bodies and it often takes care of the ‘follow up’ action required after 
Council meetings. The Advisory Councils are an addition to, not a 
derogation from the many other contacts between Government and 
industry; as such they fulfil a unique and valuable function in keeping 
the decisions and policies of Government in close touch with the state 
of opinion in the industries concerned. 








Application for an Increase in the Import Duty

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E.C.G.D. Cover for Confirming Houses 


NEW E.C.G.D. policies covering confirming house business (as 
distinct from the contracts of sale to which the normal cover relates) 
will be introduced from December 1. The new policies, drafted with 
the advice of the Confirmer’s Panel of the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, provide substantially the same cover as do 
the present policies covering sales. Export merchants insured with 
the Department who may engage in confirming house business have 
been circularized by E.C.G.D. with details of the change. 


E.C.G.D.’s intention has always been to cover both a merchant's 
sales and his confirming business, and the existing Comprehensive 
Guarantee and its Shipments variant have hitherto been applied in 
that sense. On renewal of a merchant’s policy, however, the existing 
types of guarantee will cover only sales, and the merchant will be 
required to cover confirming business under one of the new Confirming 
House policies: no option will be created for the merchant to cover 
only sales, or only confirming business, and he will (as hitherto) be 
required to cover both sides of his business for the same period and 
on the same basis — either both from date of contract or both from 
date of shipment. 

Until the renewal date of a one-year policy, or until the next ‘year- 
point’ in a three-year policy, merchants’ confirming business will 
continue to be covered by E.C.G.D. under existing policies. Three- 
year policyholders will have the option from the next ‘year-point’ 
either of taking out a policy for their confirming business for the 
remainder of the period of the policy, or of excluding such business: 
this option will not however be continued after expiry of the current 
three-year policy. 


Foreign Compensation Claims Against U.S.S.R. 
and Baltic States 


ATTENTION IS DRAWN to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
(Registration) Order, 1959 (S.I. No. 1968) which came into operation 
on November 27, 1959, and the purpose of which is to enable the 
Foreign Compensation Commission to receive applications to register 
claims relating to debts, government and municipal bonds, bank 
balances, nationalization or expropriation of British property, or 
interest in property, in the Baltic States or in the territories ceded or 
transferred to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics since 1939. 


Persons who wish to apply for registration should write to the 
Secretary, Foreign Compensation Commission, 1 Princes Gate, 
London, S.W.7, giving their names and addresses when application 
forms will be sent to them. ; 


European Productivity Agency Meeting 1960 


THE AGENCY have announced that it is proposed to hold a meeting 
in Cologne, Western Germany, from March 30 to April 1, 1960, for 
the heads of distribution advisory services, representatives of the 
trade associations which finance such services, and representatives 
of consulting firms specialising in distribution. 

The following subjects will be discussed at the meeting: 

(a) Organization and financing of advisory services; 

(b) Intra-European exchanges of consultants in distribution; 

(c) Exchange of documents and films between advisory services; 

(d) Use of work study in the field of distribution. 

A maximum of 100 participants is to attend the meeting. ‘The 
participants will be nominated by the national delegations. ‘Travelling 
and subsistence expenses are to be borne by the participants. ‘The 
other expenses will be paid by the Agency, but each participant will 
be asked to pay a registration fee of Fr. frs. 4,500.

Sponsorship of Shipbuilding Industry 


ARISING OUT of the recent decision to transfer the responsibility 
for sponsorship of the shipbuilding and ship-repairing industries from 
the Admiralty to the Ministry of Transport, an Order has been made 
under which, as from November 3, 1959, the authority for the issue 
of licences to construct ships passes to the Ministry of Transport. 
Existing licences (general and individual) issued by the Admiralty 
remain in force. 


Applications for licences, proposals to amend or cancel licences 
must, in future, be addressed to the Secretary, Ministry of 'Transport 
(Shipbuilding and Ship Repairs Division), Berkeley Square House, 
Berkeley Square, London, W.1. Quarterly returns by holders of 
general licences to build for British owners should, in future, be sent 
to the same address. 


Boat builders who, up to now, have obtained licences from Admiralty 
Regional Officers should apply in future to the Ministry of Transport — 
address as above. As with ships, licences for boat construction issued 
by the Admiralty will remain valid. 


The transfer of work from the Admiralty has been accompanied 
by the transfer of some Admiralty staff. These include the Director 
of Merchant Shipbuilding and Repairs (Mr. B. P. Ingamells, C.B.E.) 
and the whole of his Department. The Head of the new Shipbuilding 
and Ship Repairs Division in the Ministry of Transport will, be 
Mr. J. H. P. Draper.

The Chairman of the Committee is Lord Jenkins and the terms o 
reference are: To review and report upon the provisions and working 
of the Companies Act, 1948, the Prevention of Fraud (Investment 
Act, 1958, except in so far as it relates to industrial and providen 
societies and building societies, and the Registration of Business Name 
Act, 1916, as amended; to consider in the light of modern condition 
and practices, including the practice of take-over bids, what shoul 
be the duties of directors and the rights of shareholders; and generally

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United Kingdom Trade by Air 





Renewed Expansion in First Half of 1959 


N THE FIRST HALF of 1959 the total trade by air of the United 
| Kinesom resumed a high rate of growth. Compared with the 

corresponding half of last year the total value of air trade rose from 
£112-8 million to £141-6 million, an increase of 26 per cent. Both 
air exports (+29 per cent.) and air imports (+33 per cent.) increased 
in absolute terms and as proportions of total exports and imports 
but re-exports by air were slightly reduced — in line with the fall in 
total re-exports. The following table compares the values of trade 
by air with the total trade figures and shows how air transportation 


continues to account for increasing proportions of United Kingdom 
overseas trade.

Imports 


The greater rate of increase in air imports (+ £15-3 million) ip 
the first six months of 1959 than in exports by air (+£14-9 million 
as compared with a year earlier reflects the more rapid expansion of 
imports than exports recorded for the figures of total United Kingdom 
overseas trade. Despite the slightly more rapid expansion in aij 
imports, however, the proportion of total exports carried by air 
(4-0 per cent.) continues to exceed that of imports (3-2 per cent.) 
This difference is probably related to the difference in the commodity 
composition of our imports and exports, since a greater proportion 
of the former than of the latter is bulk commodity trade. 


By commodity class, the increase of airborne imports was les 
general than for exports. Machinery imports rose rapidly and mor 
textiles, clothing and footwear, metal manufactures and transpor 
equipment were brought in by air. Air imports of a few commodity 
classes remained at the same level but metalliferous ores, silver. 
platinum and jewellery and hides and skins decreased both in valu 
and as proportions of their respective values of total imports. Air 
imports of both classes of machinery have shown steady increase 
each half year since mid-1955 and accounted for £8-4 million of the 
total rise in value of air imports in the first half of 1959. In the clas 
of ‘All other goods’ in Table III, miscellaneous manufactures (+ {2+ 
million) have tended to increase since the first half of last year and a rise 
of £0-9 million was recorded for ‘Animals, not for food.’ Among the 
less important commodity groups in air trade, imports of food, 
beverages and tobacco were smaller. Manufactured goods as a whole 
formed about 87 per cent. of imports by air in the first half of this 
year.

Exports 


The general nature of the increase in air exports is shown in 
Table II. All commodity groups showed higher values in the first 
half of 1959 (the only apparent exception is the scientific instruments, 
photographic goods, etc., class, for which the 1958 figures are not 
entirely comparable). With export prices of most classes of manu- 
factures practically unchanged from last year, the expansion has been 
almost entirely in the volume of air deliveries. A particularly large 
increase, from {12-7 million to £20-0 million, for non-electrical 
machinery was the most influential single factor in raising the general 
level of exports by air as compared with the 1958 average. Machinery 
of all kinds constituted 42 per cent. of air exports in the first half of 
this year and manufactured goods in general 92 per cent. as compared 
with 88 per cent. for the latter in 1958. The normal tendency f6F air

The fall of £1-5 million (10 per cent.) in re-exports by air as com- 
pared with the first half of 1958 was principally an effect of reduced 
air shipments of non-electric machinery and silver, platinum af 
jewellery. Total re-exports (sea and air) from the United Kingdom 
were reduced by 11 per cent. in the first half of 1959 and the decreax 
in air traffic reflects this general decline, but increased re-exports by 
air of hides and skins, leather manufactures ahd miscellaneous com:

Post Office—Biggest Retailer in Great Britain 


THE Post Office’s experiment with coded addresses at Norwich is 
reported to be going well. This was stated by Mr. Reginald Bevins, 
Postmaster General, when he addressed members of the British Direct 
Mail Advertising Association in London. He said that about 20 per 
cent. of letters coming into the Norwich office for delivery were 
already being coded. The Post Office were trying to mechanize as 
far as possible and this depended largely on the use of codes in 
addresses. Where firms were posting in large numbers to regular 
mailing lists, the Post Office were always will'ng to co-operate in 
checking the addresses on the stencils to ensure that they were the 
right ones. If they were not, it was highly prok 2ble that the letters 
would suffer some delay. 

The Post Office was the biggest retailer in Great Britain, the biggest 
road vehicle operator and one of the largest employers of labour. 
The five largest retailers in the country employed about 155,000 
people. The Post Office employed double that number. They employed 
about four times as many people as the Big Five Banks put together, 
added Mr. Bevins. In addition, they had about 37,000 vehicles — 
5,000 more than British Road Services and British Railways put 


together. He was told that assets at {841 million exceeded those of 


either Unilever or I.C.I., including their subsidiaries. 


Humber and Land’s End have Coastal Radio 
VHF Services 


THE POST OFFICE coastal radio services for shipping will shortly be 
strengthened by the addition of two new VHF services. One was 
opened at the Humber (Mablethorpe) coast radio station on 
December 1. Land’s End station opens early in January 1960. 

The two services will serve the important sea areas and shipping 
lanes within about 40-50 miles of the two stations. Charges for a 
three-minute call will be 6s. 6d. for the combined coast station and 
ship charge, plus a land line charge of 6d. or 2s. 6d., depending on the 
distance between the coast station and the telephone subscriber 
inland. 


Food Standards Committee Report 


PROPOSALS for amending the Public Health (Preservatives, etc., in 
Food) Regulations are contained in a report by the Food Standard 
Committee on the use of chemical preservatives in food. It take 
account of evidence received from the food industry and other interest: 
including those concerned with the enforcement of food and drug 
legislation. 

The Committee have reviewed the changes which have taken plac 
in the food industry since the existing regulations were framed ir 
1925, and conclude that some extension of the range of foods permitted 
to contain preservative is justified under modern conditions. The 
have also considered that several substances in addition to those # 
present permitted might be allowed. 

Changes are suggested in the present provisions for cured meats 
‘The more important suggested additions to the list of foods permitted 
to contain preservatives are for bread to contain propionic acid 
flour, confectionery, cheese and certain food adjuncts to contair 
sorbic acid; and for various canned foods and cheese to contain the 
antibiotic, nisin. 

Publication of the report does not commit Ministers, and before 
deciding whether and to what extent the recommendations shoul 
be implemented, they should give full consideration to any repre

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Substantial Increase in September Production 


IN SEPTEMBER, production in the engineering and electrical goods 
industries increased substantially, according to the provisional figures 
now available. Output was 11 per cent. more than in September 1958 
and in the third quarter it was 8 per cent. more than in the corres- 
ponding period of 1958. Preliminary estimates for October indicate 
that production continued at about the same level. 

Exports in the third quarter of the year fell seasonally. The volume 
of exports in the second and third quarters of 1959 was a little more 
than in the corresponding period of 1958. It is advisable to take these 
two quarters together because the pattern of exports in 1958 was 


slightly distorted by the dock strike in the second quarter. 


The volume of total orders on hand again remained unchanged by 
orders on hand for export fell slightly. October figures are unlikely 
to show any marked change. 


The indices in the table below, which cover Order VI of th 
Standard Industrial Classification and therefore exclude the ship. 
building and marine engineering, vehicles and miscellaneous met 
goods industries, were defined in an article in the Board of Trad 
Journal of May 8.

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High level of production of Plastics Materials maintained in Third Quarter 


ALTHOUGH SALES of plastics materials during the third quarter 
of this year were somewhat lower than in the second quarter, stocks 
of materials increased in the quarter, indicating that the record level 
of production reached in the second quarter was being maintained. 

Total net sales in the third quarter at 122,000 tons were more than 
24,000 tons (or *5 per cent.) higher than in the corresponding quarter 
in 1958. Stocks of materials increased by 4,700 tons in the third 
quarter whereas there had been a run-down of 2,100 tons in stocks 
during the second quarter of the year. 

Expansion continued to be most marked in the thermoplastic 
feld, with large increases (as compared with the previous year) in 
sales of polyethylene and polyvinyl chloride. However, sales of 
thermosetting materials were also well above the level of the previous 
year. 


Net Sales of Plastics 


Exports in the third quarter were not quite as high as in the record 
second quarter of the year, but at over 35,000 tons were almost 8,000 
tons (or 28 per cent.) higher than in the corresponding period last 
year. Imports were again high at 14,000 tons, the same level as in the 
previous quarter and about 3,000 tons more than in the third quarter 
of 1958. 

The figures were compiled from returns from over 160 firms 
known to have been manufacturing plastics materials, whether for 
sale or for use in the production of plastic goods or incorporation 
in other goods (e.g. paint) containing plastics materials. Firms making 
cables who manufacture plastics materials from purchased resins are 
excluded. Materials for use as textiles are also excluded. The figures 
are free of duplication or double counting of plastics materials at 
different stages of production.

Domestic Furniture Deliveries in October 


THE VALUE of manufacturers’ deliveries of domestic furniture in 
October is estimated, on the basis of returns from a sample of manu- 
factturers, at £13-1 million, 4 per cent. higher than the figure for 
October 1958. 

The provisional index of deliveries for October, which allows for 
price changes and variations in the length of the working month, 
stands at 128 (1954 = 100) compared with 113 in September last 
and 120 in October 1958. Orders on hand at the end of October are 
estimated at {13-2 million which compares with £10°3 million at 
the end of October 1958. 

The final figure for the value of deliveries in the third quarter 
of 1959 (i.e. £29-1 million compared with the estimate of £29-5 
million, published in the Board of Trade Fournal on November 13, 
1959, page 746) shows a rise of 17 per cent. over the corresponding 
quarter of last year. When allowance is made for price changes, the 
mdex of deliveries in the third quarter was 95 (1954 = 100) which 
‘empares with 81 in the corresponding quarter last year, when hire- 


purchase restrictions were in force for part of the time. The final 
figure for orders on hand at the end of September 1959 is £13-3 
million (compared with the estimate, based on a sample of returns, 
of £14-2 million). 

The provisional monthly totals of the value of deliveries for July- 
September have now been adjusted to accord with the final quarterly 
figure. The indices of the volume of deliveries have also been revised; 
in the latter, adjustments are mad: for variations in the length of 
the working month and for price changes.

Production of Man-made Fibres in October 


PRODUCTION of man-made fibres in October was higher than in 
any previous October and 32 per cent. more than in the same month 
ast year, the increase in output of both continuous filament yarn and 
staple fibre being at about the same rate. 

In the first ten months of 1959 output was 21 per cent. more than 
inthe same period last year, and only a little less than the annual 
output last year. Production of staple fibre in this period was a little 
more than in the first ten months of 1957, which was a record vear.

Flour Mill Equipment for U.S.A. 


The Simon-Carter Company of Minneapolis (associated with 
Henry Simon Limited of Stockport) have been awarded a 650,000- 
dollar contract for equipping a new 60-sack flour mill for the Pillsbury 
Company, the second largest firm of millers in America. About half 
the machinery required for the new plant will be made at the Stock- 
port, Cheshire, factory for shipment to California. ‘This will be the 
second new flour mill to be equipped by Simon in Los Angeles in the 
last few years, and it follows a plant of similar capacity recently 
completed for another American milling company in Puerto Rico. 


Sawmilling Machinery for Poland 


Stenners of Tiverton, Limited, the West country firm of sawmilling 
machinery manufacturers, report that they have just finalized their 
first order for Poland. This is for a Stenner high-speed log bandmill 
and band push bench, the total value of the contract being about 
£12,000. The order was obtained following visits by experts connected 
with the Polish State timber industry in Poland, who visited Tiverton 
and other milJs in this country to inspect Stenner machines at work. 
The equipment is required for a large softwood mill. 


Power Equipment for Nigeria 


For the extensive transmission scheme in the western region of 
Nigeria, Ferranti Limited have received an order from the Electricity 
Corporation of Nigeria for transformers worth over £70,000. The 
order covers the supply of three 12-5 mVA. units, 132/11 kV. fitted 
with resistor type on-load tap changing gear; one 5 mVA. unit, 
132/33 kV. fitted with resistor type on-load tap changing gear and one 
33 kV. earthing transformer. Transmission at 132 kV. represents a 
new ‘high’ for Nigeria, and reflects the scale of the extensive develop- 
ment programme now being undertaken. The Consulting Engineers 
are Messrs. Preece, Cardew and Rider. 


Tractors for Ceylon 


International Harvester Company of Great Britain Limited 
announced recently the receipt of a £65,000 order from Ceylon for 
B-275 wheeled tractors. This, the largest wheeled tractor order 
received by the company from Ceylon, is claimed to be equivalent to 
over 20 per cent. of normal annual shipments of all makes to that 
country, and follows closely on the order from the company for 
crawler tractors and construction equipment to the value of over 
£60,000 for land clearance work. 


Diesel Engines for Finland 


An order for 120 vertical diesel engines, for operation within the 
Arctic Circle, in temperatures as low as minus 20° C., has been 
received from Finland by Leyland Motors Limited. Placed by Oy 
Suomen Autoteollisuus A.B., the largest producer of trucks and buses 
in Finland, the order calls for 125 h.p. Leyland 0-600 diesel engines 
for use as power units in Sisu trucks. Previous orders from this 
Finnish company have totalled more than 5,000 Leyland diesel 
engines. 


Fish-Meal Plant for Poland 


With one £85,000 order for Poland just completed, a Newark 
firm has just secured another — for £90,000. The new contract will 
ensure full employment in the ‘Farramatic’ factory of the Farrar 
Boilerworks Limited for many months. And, says the company, ‘there 
is every hope that further orders will follow from Poland in due course.’ 
The order is for five separate Farramatic fish-meal plants, each capable 
of converting 25 to 30 tons of raw fish per 24 hours into meal while, 
at the same time, recovering the body oils of the fish. The meal makes 
nutritious animal-feeding stuff, and the oils produced are suitable for 
use in such processes as steel hardening and leather dressing. Plants 
made by Farrar Boilerworks are now installed on fishing vessels 
sailing under the flags of the United Kingdom, Iceland, Japan, Russia, 
Poland and Belgium.

Lord Mills was asked in the House of Lords whether the Govern- 
ment, with reference to Board of ‘Trade Import Licensing Branch 
Notice No. 920, which now relegates China to the Eastern Area, 
would state what matters came to their notice in recent months which, 
in their opinion, justified the ending under the foregoing notice of 
Relaxation Area facilities for imports from China. Replying, he said 
Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, announced 
on November 4 the removal of nearly all the remaining restrictions 
on imports from the Relaxation and Dollar Areas. In view of the 
development of China as an industrial, State-trading country which 
exercised strict control over imports from the United Kingdom, the 
Government decided that it would be inappropriate to extend these 
recent measures of liberalization to China, and that she should now 
be treated, for licensing purposes, in the same way as other members 
of the Sino-Soviet Bloc. 


Imports from China 


Referring to Board of ‘Trade Notice to Importers No. 921, Lord 
Mills was asked on what commercial grounds the imports from China 
of silk piece-goods for home retention for the period January 1 to 
December 31, 1960, had been limited to a value of £250,000; and 
in what way the introduction of this quota limitation would assist 
the expansion of British trade with China. He replied that the import 
quota for Chinese silk goods was set at a figure which would allow 
the level of imports in recent years to continue. The Board of Trade 
were in consultation with the trade interests concerned and proposed 
both to consider sympathetically applications for licences required 
to cover firm orders placed before the control was announced and to 
review the course and level of these imports in a few months’ time. 
In reply to the second half of the question, he said the quota limitation 
was designed to regulate the course of British trade with China and 
could be modified at any time this be required, to meet the possibilities 
of increased British trade with China.

It is a free, fair and competitive market. There are no import 

restrictions on your product. Your earnings will be remitted, 
without delay or control, in United States currency. Your business 
associates in Panama will be experienced and reliable. You can 
establish a foothold for further business in dollar markets or in Central 
America, and especially in the latter if you decide to use the services 
of the Colon Free Zone. Your competitors will enjoy no advantage, 
and you can therefore accurately gauge the basic competitiveness of 
your products for use in other markets. Panama is at the cross-roads 
of the Western Hemisphere, and your export manager or travelling 
salesman can easily stop over to assess and later to inspect the 
market. 


Panama is a small country with an estimated population of 
1,000,000. But owing to the influence of the United States in the 
Canal Zone and the very considerable ‘invisibles’ which accrue thereby 
to the Republic, Panama, although the smallest of the Central 
American countries in population, is able to import over four times 
as much as she exports. In 1958 goods to the value of U.S.$93,000,000 
re imported with exports at U.S.$21,000,000. The proximity to 
the United States and the inevitable influence of the United States- 
controlled Canal Zone have, however, meant that the bulk of this 
small market is filled by the United States. Thus, in 1958, the United 
States supplied nearly U.S.$51,000,000 of Panama’s imports. In 
1957 the United Kingdom was Panama’s second best supplier, but 
relinquished this position to Germany in 1958. Indications for 1959 

ow the two countries running neck and neck. 


Panamanian imports in 1958 were very slightly less than in 1957 
thile imports from the United States showed a decrease of 12°5 percent. 
Imports from the United Kingdom also decreased by 15 per 
cent., whereas imports rose from such countries as Germany (8 per 
cent.), Holland (20 per cent.), Italy (7-7 per cent.), Sweden (74 per 
ent.), Japan (52 per cent.). It is clear that in this dollar market 
where all exporting countries enjoy equal opportunities and equal 
lisadvantages, British goods, which have shown their competitiveness 
m other parts of the world, should be able to improve their position. 
The few import restrictions and protective duties are designed to 
clude goods which could compete directly with local products. 
n general, therefore, British exporters cannot hope to market such 
commodities in Panama. The import restrictions, either in the form 
# controls or import prohibitions, are imposed on agricultural items 
uch as meat, potatoes, rice, coffee, fresh and canned strawberries 
nd certain vegetables. ‘They are also imposed on leather, footwear, 
bowdered milk and tomato sauce to protect the local industries, and 
the milk processing industry is developed, it is probable that similar

restrictions will be extended to other milk products. High tariffs are 
imposed on imported tiles, ceramics, mosaics and sanitary ware to 
protect the local clay and ceramics industry. Wooden furniture is 
subject to an ad valorem duty of 30 per cent. and leather footwear 
to duties of U.S.$2-00 to U.S.$2-50 a pair; the latter duty does not, 
however, prevent the import of high-class shoes as the local products 
are of poor quality. A revised Customs Tariff came into effect on 
January 1, 1958. Its greatest effect was to discourage imports of large 
motor cars. British and continental motor manufacturers have taken 
close advantage of this and now supply three-quarters of the market. 
In general, the above restrictions are not extensive and there remains 
a vast range of articles on which Customs duties are reasonable or 
non-existent and which may, therefore, be readily sold in Panama. 


Capital Equipment Programmes 

The market for heavy industrial or capital equipment and for 
materials for heavy industry may well be large. Public works pro- 
grammes are carried out from time to time: a new sewage and water 
distribution system is being laid in Panama City (British piping is 
being used). While the Inter-American highway, financed through 
the Export-Import Bank, is therefore necessarily restricted to United 
States produce, a system of feeder-roads, worth $12,000,000, is at 
present under active consideration and is not expected to be subject 
to such restriction. In addition, bids have been invited for a $3,500,000 
telecommunications system, and port development in Panama and 
Colon is being considered. In the private field, oil refineries are 
scheduled for construction at Las Minas and Portobelo, each worth 
$30,000 ,000-$40,000,000, with a $50,000,000 steel mill at the latter 
port. A large flour mill is to be built at Colon. All these could provide 
opportunities for British participation or the sale of British equipment. 

There is a market, albeit often small, for almost any commodity. 
There is an active tourist trade in the Canal Zone, originating chiefly 
from the ships which pass through the Canal and from some 40,000 
Americans in the Canal Zone, and this provides a good market for 
luxury goods such as high-class porcelain and china, cameras and 
silverware. ‘Tl’o help this trade further there are one or two shops which 
operate a duty free sales service similar to the British ‘personal 
export’ scheme for the large number of ainline passengers who pass 
through Panama. British firms which wish to take part in the tourist 
trade in Panama should communicate with Panamanian agents in 
the usual way. 

Apart from the tourist trade, Panama is primarily a price market 
and, generally speaking, European goods have an advantage over 
United States goods on this score. However, in some cases United

States, and more often German, prices make it difficult for British 
goods to compete in this market. An example is radios, where British 
exports to Panama, though increasing, are well behind those of the 
United States, Germany and the Netherlands. Provided the price 
is right, most consumer goods (apart from those protected on account 
of local production) can be sold. Disinfectants and fertilizers are in 
demand with the gradual development of agriculture, but this market 
is at present in the hands of Germany, Belgium, Holland and the 
United States. Tinned foods, jams and confectionery offer another 
opportunity, although United States competition is inevitably ex- 
tremely strong. Textiles, apart from the small luxury trade, should 
be ‘seconds’ or ‘throw outs,’ since they must be cheap. The same 
applies to china and earthenware, where Japan has made serious 
inroads into the market with her cheap and handsome tableware.

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Toys also sell well particularly, of course, at Christmas time, but 
Japanese prices are in general considerably lower than British, 
Christmas goods should be offered not later than May. Other goods 
that sell well are small cars, bicycles, agricultural machinery, light 
machinery, small electrical appliances, building materials, cutlery, 
jewellery and other semi-luxury goods. Again, American competitiog 
is keen. . 


Delivery Dates 

British delivery dates are now highly competitive, and in some 
cases sales have been effected on this factor alone. Great care should, 
however, be taken to quote them accurately and to ensure that the 
goods arrive promptly in Panama. In one recent case delivery of 
British goods to a Panamanian contractor was badly delayed: ina 
small market such news travels fast and has harmed sales of other 
British goods. 

Although industrially only on the threshold of her development, 
Panama welcomes foreign investment, and an Industrial Development 
Centre has recently been established in conjunction with the United 
States I.C.A. (Point IV) to advise and assist foreign investors and to 
establish local industries. There are a number of sound firms in 
Panama who would welcome foreign capital and know-how. Foreign 
firms establishing themselves in Panama under contracts with the 
Panamanian Government are exempted from income tax on sales 
outside the country and from Customs duty on the import of their 
equipment and raw materials, while receiving protection for local 
sales. 


Technical Know-How 


There are no restrictions on the remittance of profits and capital 
can be withdrawn at any time. British participation in Panama’ 
incipient industries, particularly as regards technical know-hov, 
would undoubtedly be welcome. A booklet outlining the advantage 
of Panama for industry and commerce can be obtained on application

Canal Zone 


Under the provisions of the 1955 Treaty between Panama and the 
United States, only residents of the Canal Zone and United States 
citizens resident in Panama who are employed by the United States 
Government may buy in the Canal Zone commissaries. At the same 
time these commissaries are obliged to purchase their stocks from 
either Panama or the United States if the commodities are readily 
available in either of the two countries. Thus, while the Canal Zone 
commissary market has shrunk, the market open to Panamanian 
importers has widened considerably. So far, the latter requirement 
has had little effect on the business which British and other ‘third 
country’ firms have done direct with the commissaries. However, 
any British firms wishing to sell in the Canal Zone’s albeit diminishing, 
but still useful, consumer market would be well advised to appoint 
Panamanian representatives first. The same applies to consumer- 
durables such as tyres, light bulbs, etc. The Panama Canal Company 
purchases these locally, and while the Buy American Act applies 
to purchases of foreign produce, local agents have been able to make 
gratifying sales. 

The Panama Canal Company also has a programme of improve- 
ments to the Cenal, involving some very large contracts. Notice of 
these is published from time to time in the Special Register service 
of the Board of Trade. There has been substantial foreign (though 
apparently no British) interest in the two largest contracts this year — 
electric mules (about $4,000,000) and the Canal Bridge superstructure 
(about $12,000,000). 


Agents 


Reliable agents can be found for most British products marketable 
in Panama. There are, of course, also poor and unreliable agents 
and care must be taken over selection. The Commercial Department 
of the British Embassy is always ready to assist exporters in finding 
suitable agents, but the value of personal visits to survey the market 
and appoint an agent cannot be over-emphasized. Even a good agent 
can become discouraged if he feels that his principals are neglecting 
him and have no real interest in him or the local market. Periodic 
visits will stimulate him to greater activity and will enable the British 
exporter to understand and overcome any local obstacles to the

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marketing of his products; they may also open his eyes to new possi. 
bilities for the expansion of his trade. It is true that most British 
firms, unless they are established in the Free Zone with a good re. 
export business, will hardly find the Panamanian market worth a 
special visit by a representative. However, Panama is one of the cross. 
roads of the world and an excellent communications centre for North, 
South and Central America, and the Caribbean area. A visit to Panama 
can therefore easily be fitted into a tour of these larger markets. 


Entry of Samples 


A word of advice to business visitors about the local requirements 
for bringing samples into the country may be useful. No foreign 
businessman whose firm does not have a local representative, is 
permitted to bring samples into Panama. Even a visitor whose firm 
is represented may find that he must leave his samples temporarily 
with the Customs, with consequent loss of valuable time, if he is not 
armed with a licence showing that he has already been registered as a 
travelling representative with the Panamanian Customs authorities. 
British firms are therefore advised to make arrangements with their 
local agents for the introduction of samples before their representetives 
set out on their visits. Visiting businessmen may, if they have not 
obtained the necessary licence, find it more convenient to send their 
samples by air express on the plane in which they are travelling 
consigned to their agents who will be able to withdraw them from 
the Customs without difficulty on payment of duty. Such duties are 
refunded if samples are taken out of the country again within six 


months. 


Colon Free Zone 


The Panamanian Government is continuing its efforts to expand 
the Colon Free Zone. Geographically, this is an excellent distribution 
centre for the Central American and Caribbean area and the northern 
countries of South America. The principal handicap has been the high 
onward freight rates of the local shipping services. Air freight rates, 
particularly to the Northward, are now reasonably low and the Zone 
already serves as a storage and distribution centre for such articles 
as pharmaceuticals, car spares, etc. It is claimed that Colon now rates 
ninth in the world’s air freight ports, higher than Paris or Havana. 
Several large American firms, including Pfizer and Gillette and Parke 
Davis, are now established in the Zone; and one United States firm 
is planning a factory there to manufacture prefabricated houses for 
the whole Caribbean area. No British firm has yet set up in the Free 
Zone, although a number of Panamanian firms in the Free Zone 
hold British agencies. Continental firms are showing more active 
interest than their British competitors. British firms would be well 
advised to discuss the advantages of the Free Zone with the manager 
of the Zone when their representatives visit Panama for use either as 
a distribution or even as an assembly centre. 


Sales Methods 


Correspondence and publicity should ideally be in the language of 
the country concerned — in case of Panama this is Spanish, although 
most importers are bilingual, or at least, able to read English. Quote- 
tions should be straightforward, c.i.f. whenever possible, and in United

States dollars. British trade is often handicapped by quotations and 
invoices in sterling which often include various percentage additions 
and subtractions which must be made before the importer can arrive 
at the landed dollar price—the only price he can understand. 
Catalogues should be colourful and well produced: many British firms 
do produce such publicity material. Help with advertising is often 
welcomed by agents, and the two senior Panamanian newspapers both 
have agents in London who will accept advertisements. Another 
method is to advertise in United States magazines such as ‘Life’ and 
Time’ which circulate widely in Panama. The local agents of the most 
popular small car in Panama — a British car — have made wide use of 
both radio advertisements and documentaries in the local cinemas. 
A good selling point, when British goods are ‘tropicalized,’ is to 
emphasize our care and experience in supplying equatorial countries. 


The essential point in marketing British goods in a foreign market 
is to make it easy and profitable for a local agent to handle them. 
This is particularly true in an enervating tropical country like Panama 
where dynamic energy is at a premium and businessmen avoid any 
unrewarding effort. British exporters who bear this in mind, make 
periodic visits to survey the market themselves instead of leaving this 
to their agents, and pay close attention to their agents’ requirements, 
will, if their products are good and their prices right, find good agents 
and do profitable business. There is no reason why, with keen sales- 
maaan Britain should not in time double or treble her exports to 

anama.

THE VITALITY of the British silk industry and the range and 
quality of its products have been demonstrated this week in a preview 
of silk fabrics destined to be shown next spring at the 1960 Johannes- 
burg Fair (April 4-23). The composite display of 99 fabrics selected 
from 22 firms, opened at the Silk Centre, Portman Square, London, 


on November 24, at the instigation of the Board of Trade and the 
Textile Promotion Consultative Committee. 


The textile display in the United Kingdom Pavilion at Johannesburg 
will include fabrics chosen from samples submitted by all the fibre 
associations including the Silk Centre. Of the 99 silk fabrics selected, 
66 are designed for women’s wear. There are plain and printed washing 
silks and silk jerseys; spun silk suiting for dresses and suits; screen 
printed papillon, sablee, surah, shantung, dupion for afternoon 
dresses and summer suits; brocade, organza, faille, satin, peau-de-soie, 
crepon georgette for evening wear; crepe satin, satin chiffon and 
milanese for lingerie; and ‘illusion net’ for bridal and confirmation 
veils. 

Thirty-three fabrics designed for men’s wear (ties, dressing gowns, 
cravats, squares) include hand blocked printed twill, Jacquard weaves, 
repps and woven stripes. There are also examples of satin-back cord 
for facings on evening jackets. 

Exports of British woven silk fabrics totalled some £470,000 in 
1958, and have already reached £477,000 for the first ten months of 
this year. As a representative collection of all that is new in silk design, 
this composite display will stimulate the interest of all who study 
fabric trends, particularly at a tire when the use of silk is becoming 
increasingly popular in all branches of the fashion trade. 


San Francisco ‘London Week’ Fashions 


The clothes, furs and hats exhibited in the British fashion show 
of the recent ‘London Week’ in San Francisco (Board of Trade Journal, 
November 13, page 770) were selected by a committee from the 
London Fashion Editors. This is a newly formed group whose 
membership comprises the fashion editors of the leading British 
newspapers and periodicals.

‘HE NOTICE about importation by parcel post to Nigeria, publishe:

which is reproduced below: 

“The purpose of this Notice is to draw attention to the procedy: 
governing: 

(a) Normal duty assessment on goods imported by parcel post — bot 
surface and air mail — and the delivery of such parcels to the owner 
and 

(b) The refund of import duty overpaid. 

2. ‘The requirements of paragraphs 11 to 15 and 21 to 27 of Custom 
and Excise Notice No. 13 (Government Notice No. 702 of 1959) app) 
to trade goods imported by parcels post, but it should be noted that the in. 
porter is not at present required to ‘enter’ such goods. 

3. Customs Declaration Form: The precise contents of each pare 
should be accurately stated on the Customs Declaration form affixed : 
the parcel in order that the amount of duty-1if any —- may be readi) 
assessed. | 

4. Invoices: Each parcel should be accompanied by a copy of th 
relevant invoice(s) securely attached to the outside of the parcel in a 
envelope prominently marked ‘Invoice.’ When several parcels are sent j 
one consignment by one mail, one invoice will suffice provided all th 
parcels are numbered, the number of the parcel to which the invoice j 
attached is clearly shown on every parcel in the consignment, and the invoic 
itself clearly indicates the parcels to which it relates. 

5. Goods liable to ad valorem Duty: The value for duty purposes » 
defined in the Second Schedule to the Customs and Excise Managemen 
Ordinance, No. 55 of 1958, and is, in practice, normally taken to be the ful 
invoice price of the goods, less any allowable deductions such as trade 
discount, but plus postage, insurance, and all other similar charges which 
are not included in the invoice price. (See C. and E. Notice No. 13 for ful 
information. ) 

Details of the invoice price, deductions, charges, etc., should be clear) 
shown on the Customs Declaration form affixed to each parcel and, wher 
the invoice price includes postage, or where the goods are not insured, the 
facts should be stated on the Declaration. 

6. Goods liable to a Specific Rate of Duty: The quantity of th 
goods expressed in the unit upon which duty is chargeable should, in addition 
to the details mentioned in paragraph 5 above, be clearly stated on th 
Declaration form. 

7. Gift Parcels: Bona fide unsolicited gifts forwarded by parcels pos 
are admissible under open general import licence, but it is emphasized tha 
there are no special provisions in the Customs Tariff Ordinance, No. 6 
of 1958, for gifts, and an article — whether a gift or not — can be admitted 
without payment of duty only if it comes within one of the items in th 
Second Schedule to that Ordinance. 

8. Claim for Refund of Duty: Where an importer has paid on a parce 
an amount of duty which he considers to be excessive, he should lodge: 
claim, in writing, supported by whatever evidence he possesses, with the 
Postmaster at the office where the duty was paid. 

Such a claim should invariably contain particulars of the relevant deliver 
notice as well as the date of delivery of the parcel(s), and be accompanied 
whenever possible, by the wrapper in which the goods were received, with 
the relevant Customs Declaration form intact. 

The claim will be forwarded to the appropriate Collector of Customs ané 
Excise by the Postmaster. Repayment, where authorized, will be effected 
by the Department of Posts and Telegraphs.’

THE NETHERLANDS 


Classification of Washing Preparations 


THE NETHERLANDS Staatsblad No. 381/1959 contains the text 
of a decree dated October 15, 1959, regarding the classification of 
types of washing preparations. It is due to come into force during 
April, 1960. 

The main provisions covered by the decree are: 


(a) Classification of various types of washing preparation (as household 
soap, detergent, soft soap, etc.) according to their minimum or 
maximum content of fatty acid, sodium hydroxide, etc. (Arts. 1 to 
8 inclusive); 

(b) Description of contents on packaged washing preparations or on the 
outside of a receptacle holding a bulk quantity for sale loose or on a 
board placed above such goods (Art. 9); 

(c) Inspection methods for escertaining whether or not the preparations 
conform to the specifications laid down in the decree (Art. 13 and 
Annex to the decree). 

Note: The provisions of this decree do not apply to types of soap men- 
tioned in the Netherlands Pharmacopoeia or in the supplement thereto, 
nor to goods destined for export and not on stock in markets, shops or 
selling places in the Netherlands, accessible to the public.
